Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12, 14-38, 40-55 are allowed.

displaying means for displaying said index, the display means further playing back a 
selected commercial message audibly and/or visually in response to a user selection 
from the index, the index including a plurality of commercial messages recorded by the 
recording means that are selectable by the user for playback."
